The Fire Commissioner wrote 
granting permission to occupy the 
present hospital building until Octob- 
er 31st next. 

Prof. Allan.of the University of 
Alberta, wrote suggesting a solution 
to prevent the freezing of gas in the 
pipes. Referred to Utilities Com- 
mittee for action. 

The. Sacred Heart Separate School 
Board made a demand of $2750 for 
current year. The demand was ac- 
cepted and the assessor was instruct- 
ted to levy accordingly. 

T. T. Belsheim asked permission to 
remove his former blacksmith shop 
Permission was granted. 

A building permit was granted Jas. 
Caine to erect wooden awning on 
Aiboussafy & Sons store. 

The department wrote that the gov- 
ernment proposed to erect direction 
signs through Wetaskiwin and would

Accounts to the amount of $389.87 
were passed for payment, together 
with $23.00 firemen’s payroll. 

The Police Committee was empow- 
ered to engage additional police pro- 
tection at nights when advisable. 

The request of the fire brigade for 
mew truck was not entertained, but 
smoke masks and woolen mitts will 
be purchased. 

People getting city relief will be 
advised that they should grow vege 
tables this summer for next winter's 
use, and assitance will be given by 
city when necessary. 

Council will set aside the 
week in May as clean-up week. 

The Deputy Minister of Public 
Works will be asked to come to We-

taskiwin at earliest opportunity to 
inspect curb on Pearce St. and to 
confer on other matters with the 


Council. 

The Hospital Committee reported 
on several properties for new build- 
ing and after a thorough discussion a 
vote was taken. The location on the 
southwest corner of the athletic park 
was not accepted by a vote of three 
to two. (On account of illness Ald. 
Poole retired from Council before 
vote was taken). The west end of the 
mew park on Pearce street West was 
also rejected. The property west of 
the new park and the corner south 
of the park will both be offered to 
the new Hospital Board as locations. 
Property west of Alex Knox's corner 
was also considered, but will not be 
recommended by the‘ Council. It 
was also decided that Mrs. Dickson’s 
Property would not be offered. 

Bylaw No. 727 respecting the sale 
of property to Wm. Kitsman was read 
three times and finally passed. 

Bylaw 728 appointing J. BE. Fraser 
registrar of elections for Wetaskiwin 
flor 1932, was read three times and 
finally passed.

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STORM PARALYZES CALGARY 
STREET CAR SERVICE, IN- 
TERRUPTS WIRE SERVICES 


Calgary, April 20.—Southern Al- 
berta, and Calgary in particular, be- 
gan to take stock Thursday noon of 
the damage wrought by a heavy show 
storm anda 30 mile an hour wind 
which reached the proportions of a 
blizzard during the night and which 
totally paralyzed the street railway 
system, interrupted. telephone and 
telegraph service, and caused thou- 
sands of Calgarians to walk to their 
places ‘of employment through snow 
drifts which in some places’ were 
more than three feet deep. 

The Qilgary-Edmonton highway 
was reported totally blocked by 
snow. The main highway to the 
east was blocked and for scores of 
miles in all directions there were 
stalled automobiles. Scores of mo- 
torists, trapped by the sudden fury 
and intensity of the storm, sought 
shelter at wayside farms. Many 
spent the night in their cars. 

As far as it could be learned 
Thursday noon, no lives were lost 
and due to the mildness of the 
weather which followed the storm, 
the loss to range livestock is expect- 
ed to be light. 

While residents of 
growled and grumbled as they 
plowed though the heavy, wet snow, 
thousands of farmers in all parts of 
the province hailed the storm with 
thankfulness. They stated that mois- 
ture was sorely meeded in many 
parts, and it had come at a time 
when it could do the most good. 

Calgary suffered heavily. Local 
merchants reported during the morn- 
ing that business had - practically 
been suspended. Only a few auto- 
mobiles were to be seen on the 
streets, and the street oars ran 
when and where they could. 

All city. .snow “plows, graders and 
hand plows were pressed’ into action. 
More . than’ a; dozen! street cars . left 
the rails during the morning. Officials

Undoubtedly more di- 
rect relief can be given with the 
same .money than under a_ works 
programme. 

“Mr. Bennett plans to introduce 
his unemployment relief bill in the 
very near future and, accompany- 
ing it will be a statement by the 
Dominion as to its unemployment 
policy. That will undoubtedly be 
the basis upon which each province 
will form its own relief plans.”

EDMONTON SETS PROPERTY 
TAX RATE 52 MILLS

Edmonton, April 21.—Land 
improvements in Edmonton will 
taxed at a rate of 52 mills this 
year, an. increase of 2.5 mills over 
last year, it was decided at a special 
meeting of the city council Wednes- 
day night and the first instalment of 
taxes will be due in June 3, fourteen 
days earlier than last year.

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75 MILES OF PHONE 
LINES DOWN BETWEEN 
CALGARY, THREE HILLS 


Seventy-five miles .of telephone 
lines between Calgary and Three; 
Hills are down. Nearly 3,000 poles are 
involved in the wreckage. Only 200 
poles remain standing at a stretch. 

Six miles south of Beiseker the 
poles are all down, and the, same con- 
ditions contains in the towns of 
Beiseker, Strathmore and Three 
Hills.

Clondie and Mrs. Atkinson, a reading 
by Geneva Recknagle, a dance by 
Misses Oriole Baker, Dora Baxter, 
Frances Roulston and Jean = Me- 
Murdo greatly added to the’ enjoy- 
ment of the evening. 

Professor Ronning, principal of the 
Luiheran College, Camrose, gave a 
very interesting and enlightening ad- 
dress on the struggle in the Orient. 
Having been born in China and made 
a particular study of world condi- 
tions, the Professor is jn a position to 
speak with authority on the Sino- 
Japanese problems, as well as other 
Oriental questions. For the past 
1,000 years,’ there has been intermit- 
tent trowble between the Chinese and 
Japanese nations, and during’ the 
past half century, Japan has risen 
from a nation of complete obscurity 
to a world of power. Today Japan 
controls the situation in the east, sim- 
ilarly to the manner in which Britain 
controls the situation in Europe. The 
Professor referred very interestingly 
to the Boxer uprising and to subse- 
quent student activities. Our archi- 
tecture cannot be compared with 
Chinese buildings, and some of the 
most beautiful places in (China have 
been ruthlessly destroyed by foreign 
troops, with the result that the nat- 
ive..Chinese. considered -Buropears . as 
barbarians. To avenge this destruc- 
tion, students held secret meetings, 
where a national spirit was fostered, 
and which eventually resulted in the 
Chinese army becoming quite effi- 
cient, and quite able to defend their 
own country. 

In 1915, Japan tcok advantage of 
the World War, and presented China 
with 22 demands, among them be- 
ing a demand that Japanese advisors 
be located throughout the Chinese 
territory. This caused the students 
to rise in riots throughout all the 
country compelling Japan to with- 
draw their demand. Today Japan is 
affled in the unity found in China, 
as a result tof student activities. As 
a result of British police arresting 
Chinese students, a boycott was ,plac- 
ed on Chinese goods, and in a short 
time Britain’s trade with Ching was 
almost crippled. It was some years 
jbefore British statesmen. by concili- 
atory measures were able to have the 
gcodwill of China restored, and trade 
resumed. 

The Professor also very lucidly re- 
ferred to the recent trouble in 
churia, which has resulted in many 
Japanese factories being closed as a 
result of the Chinese boycott placed 
on Japanese goods. He also referréd 
to the destruction wrought in the 
City of Shanghai and to the irrepar- 
able loss of the Commercial Press 
with the destruction of thousands of 
valuable books in the library there, 
which can never be replaced. 

In conclusion, Professor Ronning 
expressed his opinion that the Chi- 
nese will eventually he victorious, as 
the Japanese cannot successfully com- 


pete with China in colonization. Ail 
through the ages the Chinese have 
swallowed up their invaders and all 
have become Chinese. 

After delicious refreshments were 
served, dancing was enjoyed, music 
being furnished by Les Camarades 
Orchestra.

We have said before, that the last 
five years have been good years on 
the average. The years 197, 1928, 
1929, 1980 and 1,30 have averaged 
up well, the curve of prosperity 
rising to the peak in 1928 and _ fall- 
ing gradually but Inter, rather 
steeply, to the year 1931.

HAIL INSURANCE 

Hail insurance in Alberta needs 
putting on qg more satisfactory basis, 
being too risky and unprofitable, at 
present, the legislatfve agricultural 
committee was told Tuesday morn- 
ing by A. K. Olive, Regina, repre- 
senting the Canadian Hail Under- 
writers’ association. 

To that end Mr. Olive proposed, 
in behalf of the line companies, a 
change in the form of policy, in- 
troducing a deductible feature by 
which certain percentages of crop 
losses would be withheld from in- 
jsurance, but with offsetting reduc- 
tions in rates. The companies de- 
sire, he said, to offer two alterna- 
tives this year; a 10 per cent deduc- 
tible policy with a 25 per cent re- 
duction in rate, and a 25 per cent 
deductible policy With 50 per cent 
reduction in rate. 

The advantages 
Mr. Olive, that operating expenses 
would be cut, the business would be 
better distributed over the province, 
and a greater number of claims of 
trifling proportions, yet amounting 
to a large sum in the aggregate, 
would be eliminated. Ags it is, he 
pointed out, the present rates are 
in many cases prohibitive, vet it is 
impossible with the present form of 
‘policy to lower the rate.

In the way of hail insurance fig- 
ures, Mr. Olive said that in the 
last five years the line companies 
have collected in Alberta $7,632,938 
in premiums and paid $9,306,086 in 
losses. He suggested that a limit be 
set to the total amount of insurance 
per acre, naming $20 per acre asa 
reasonable figure.

Weekly Garden Letter] 


Dont’ Rush 

Though the wverage man regards 
his better half with a sort of conde- 
scending pity when the fever of house 
cleaning strikes the home, very often 
he is guilty of the same _ excited 
bustle just as soon as the active gar- 
dening season opens. Too much 
ground is laid out at one time and too 
many seeds planted. In his hurry, 
sometimes stakes and = strings are 
east aside with most distressfal re- 
sults when visitors draw his atten- 
tion later to the “free hand’’ rows 
and the general jungle appearance of 
his vegetables and flowers. True, the 
average Canadian winter is long and 
summer all too short, but even the 
Eskimo is allowed a decent interval 
an which to get his garden planted. 
Of course, those early things like let- 
tuce, radish, spinach and peas, may 
tbe sown just as scon as the grownd 
is ft to work, but this does not mean 
that the whole supply should be put 
in then. One is advised to make a 
careful study of the seed catalogue, 
dividing his purchases according to 
the first date of seeding. Then it is 
well to divide again and make several 
plantings of each, at intervals of at 
Jeast ten days. By sowing a little at 
a time, and keeping the business up 
as long ‘as possible. gardening opera- 
tions and garden harvests, too, are 
spread over a long period. 

Climbing Vines 

Climbing vines on the outside of 
the house take the place of the cur- 
tains inside. They add individual- 
ism and homeliness. In every part 
of Canada, something of this sort is 
possible, ranging from the quick 
growing, very hardy annuals, which 


thrive down to the Arctic Circle, to’ 


the tender. Boston and English Ivies 
which hive a much more _ limited 
range. Of the flowering kinds, the 
first to bloom is the Wistaria, says 
John F. Clark, an Ontario horticul- 
tural authority. This comes out’ with 
the daffodils, early in the spring, with 
sometimes g second crop of flowers 
in August. It is rather slow in be- 
coming established, requires a deep 
root bed and is somewhat tender. 
The fragrant blue-flowered wistaria is 


bloomer during late summer and early 
fall, is a rapid grower. There is 
nothing better for covering walls of 
brick or stone than the Boston ivy in 
the warmer districts of Canada, and 
the special clinging type Virginia 
creeper in dis cicts where the clim- 
ate is more rigorous. There is no 
bloom to speak of with these plants. 
If one wants a vigorous and rapid 
grower when once established, the 
Dutchman’s pipe will fit in well, pro- 
ducing hugs leaves of a light green, 
this vine is hardy. For those who do 
not own their own home, or want a 
screen in a hurry, there are plenty 
of annuals from which to choose, such 
as the cardinal climber, cobaea, 
morning glory, gourd, climbing mnas- 
tutiums, canary bird flower, scarlet 
runner bean, and humulus, a rapid 
growing Japanese type of hop. 
Asparagus Deserves Place 

In recent years asparagus has come 
into something like the popularity it 
has always deserved. although still 
regarded as a sort of luxury in cer- 
tain quarters. Coming on first thing 
in the spring when our whole system 
is crying for green food being a per- 
renial and therefore when once start- 
ed at our call continually and yield- 
ing really enormous crops for’ the 
land occupied this is a vegetable 
which is unreservedly recommended | 
to every amateur gardener. It can be| 
started from plants. or seed \ and 
should go into well prepared = and 
clean soil as like all perennials it is 
difficult to correct soil conditions 
when once started. There should be 
on cutting or harvesting until the 
seed bed igs wall established, which 
will be in about three years when 
started from seed and two where 
plants are used. Martha Washington 
is the variety recommended for gener- 
al conditions. It is advisable to sow 
in a small plot; transplanting one 
year later into the permament loca- 
tion. Best germination is secured by 
delaying planting until the temper- 
lature gets up above 75 degrees. Seed 
should be sown in rows 24 to 30

Higher prices for liquor in  Al- 
berta ranging to as much as fifty 
cents per quart bottle took effect 
Saturday morning at the vendor's 
stores. The new scale represents an 
adviance of about 10 per cent. 

Announcement of the new scale 
was made by R. J. Dinning, chair- 
man of the Alberta liquor control 
board. Due -to the new taxes im- 
posed by the dominion budget, the 
province has advanced prices: 

There is an increase of from 35 
to 50 cents per bottle on Scotch 
whiskies, while domestic rye is up 
from 20 to 30 cents per bottle. Rums 
advance from 30 to 50 cents per 
bottle, according to price and kick. 
On imported gin, the price will be] | 
from 35 to 40 cents, per bottle high-. 
er than heretofore, while domestic 
brands advance 10 to 20 cents. per 
bottle.

HOW PRESENT CONDITIONS 
AFFECT COUNTRY NEWSPAPERS 


The position of the newspaper in 
regard to the depression is different 
from that of any other industrial con- 
cern, and perhaps there is no other 
business feels the pinch of decreased 
revenue more than does the news- 
paper. 

The newspaperman counts his cus- 
tomers by the hundreds or thous- 
ands, each of whom is feeling the ef- 
fects of a general depression. The 
accounts for subscriptions are small 
and are therefore considered unim- 
portant, the result being that hund- 
reds of people—not a few individu- 
als here and there—neglect to pay 
their subscriptions. The effect im- 
mediately is felt by the newspaper 
proprietor. 

It should also be considered that, 
unlike an individual concern that can 
close its doors to avoid loss, the pro- 
prietor of a newspaper is under obli- 
gation to get out a newspaper every 
week. He must continue to make it 
just as interesting as ever regardless 
of whether or not he gets enough ad- 
the actual cost in 
publishing the news section. It is a 
fact, which is perhaps not generally 
known, that the subscription price 
alone does not cover the cost of issu- 
ing a newspaper, but that an addi- 
tional amount must be secured from 
advertising to account for the loss in 
the news section. When advertising 
is low, and subscriptions are not paid 


the newspaper proprietor is up 
against a serious problem. He can- 
not shut down for a few weeks to 


Save wages and operating expenses, 
while he disposes of g stock on hand 
as can other manufacturers. He is 
under obligation to serve subscribers 
fifty-two weeks in the year. If he 
cannot do this the business is entire- 
ly disintegrated and other arrange- 
ments must be made in the interests 
of ‘subscribers. to: whom he. is obi- 
gated. 

With a. small an of revenue 
from advertising and a large number 
of subscriptions in arrears, no pbusi- 
‘hes. can be hit harder by the ‘depres- 
“sion “than. that of. the ‘village or town 
weekly.—Tara Leader.

The rapid de- 
velopment up to two hundred pounds 
or thereabouts in six or seven months 
calls for much bone building mater- 
jal in the feed. 

The four mineral elements likely to 
be lacking in the feeds commonly 
supplied the hog are lime, sodium, 
chlorine and_ iodine. The cereal 
grains which form the basic ration 
for hogs have some of these elements 
but in too small amounts to supply 
the body requirements for nutrition 
and growth. It is good feeding prac- 
tice, therefore, to include lime and 
salt (which conveys sodium and 
chlorine) in the ration or to supply 
these substances in a supplementary 
mineral mixture so that the pigs can 
take as much or as little as their ap- 
petites demand. The need for iodine 
seems to be restricted to certain lo- 
calities, and pregnant females. Dairy 
by-products and tankage supply min- 
erals ‘but if these supplements are 
not being fed it is well to provide 
the pigs with some mineral. 

Many combinations of mineral sub- 
stances have been suggested for sup- 
plying the lime and salt deficiencies 
in the feed of hogs. A simple miner- 
al mixture which has been used for a 
number of years at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Lacombe, with 
consistently good results, consists of 
76 pounds of slack coal, a0 pounds bE

giving. .Then we had no choice ‘as 
to our ultimate plunge off the gold 
standard. Niow we are rapidly 


nearing the point where we can 
and must decide whether to let our 


dollar drift back to gold parity or 
forcibly adopt a mgnaged cuir 
rency. 


There is also a vital difference in 


the circumstances. Last autumn 
We were struggling to keep abreast 
of a gold standard world. Today, 


half the trading nations of the earth 


are deliberately flouting the gold 
standard. 

What is ‘Canadu’s position? Hav- 
ing been forced away from any 


pretense of gold parity last autumn, 
she now finds that a surplus of ex- 
ports and a revival of financial con- 
fidence in Canada are driving her 
back toward it. Her dollar has al-

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RICKETS 

Rickets is a very common disease 
of infancy and early childhood, which 
means that it occurs during those 
years when the body grows most rap- 
idly. 

It is usually during the first months 
of life that rickets begins. At that 
time, unless it is severe, it is not like- 
Iy to be recognized by parents. It 
is usually later, when the weakness 
of the muscles and deformity of the 
bones are noticeable, that parents 
realize there is something wrong. 


Rickets is one of the deficiency 
diseases. It occurs because there is 
some essential lacking in the diet— 
Vitamin D, or the antirachitic vita- 
min. Sunshine has the same effect 
as Vitamin D, so we may say that 
rickets is the result of a lack of a 
lack of a certain food substance and 
snshine. 

The antirachitic vitamin is found 
in abundance in cod liver oil and is 
also present in egg-yolk. All babies, 
whether they be fed naturally or ar- 
tificially, should receive cod liver oil. 
Beginning towards the end of the 
first month with a few drops twice a

times a day. During the summer, 
the dose may be reduced. It is bet- 


ter to continue with small doses than 
‘o stop giving the oil altogether. If 
its use is continued, the problem of 
starting again does not arise. 


The reason why the dose can be de- 
; creased during the summer is because 
in summer, the child can secure plen- 
ty of sunshine, which, as we stated, 
.has the same effect upon his body as 
‘has the Vitamin D in cod liver oil. 

The cod liver oil which is used 
must be a brand which has been test- 
ed and found to contain the required 
vitamin, 

The child who has rickets is usual- 
ly irritable and restless. It will be 
noticed that his head perspires exces- 
sively, and that, when he is- lying 
down, he has a tendency to roll his 
head from side to side on his pillow. 
The disease may fhe slight or severe, 
and depending on the severity, will 
be noticed the pretruding abdomen, 
flabby muscles, enlargement of the 
joints, delay in teething and in walk- 
ing. 

If the conditions is at all: severe 
and is allowed to go untreated, the 
deformities of the bones will become 
permanent. This is pqrticularly. seri- 
ous if the child is a girl, because it 
may cause deformity of the pelvis 
which will lead to trouble when the 
time comes for her to become a 
mother. 

Obviously the right thing to do is 
to prevent rickets. This can be done 
if cod liver oil is given in sufficient 
amounts and the child gets plenty of 
direct sunshine. Every child should 
spend part of every day out of doors. 
The proper hours to do so and the 
question of clothing depend upon the 
season of the year and the age of the 
child. The baby who is born in: win- 
ter should not be placed out of doors 
until he has been gradually accustom- 
ed to the outdoor air. The next best 
thing to prevention is early recogni- 
tion and proper treatment. The food 
and sunshine which prevent rickets 
will also cure it. Rickets can be ban- 
ished if we make use of the know- 
ledge we have concerning it. The re- 
sponsibility rests upon parents.

SUSPEND BUS, TRUCK 
TRAFFIC ON HIGHWAYS 
All truck and bus traffic on Al- 
berta’s main highways, excepting in 
the extréme south and east part of 
the province, was ordered temporar- 
ily suspended by Hon. O. L. McPher- 
son, minister of highways Saturday 
noon, 
The order will apply until weather 
conditions have improved and danger 


of serious damage to highways by 
heavy traffic during present storm 
conditions, and while the frost is 


coming out. 


TRUCK BAN SAVES ALBERTA’ 
$5000,000 PREMIER ASSERTS 


An increase of $500,000 in. highway 
maintenance costs would have result- 
ed if the order which put a ban on 
trucks operating on soft roads had 
not been made, states Premier J.. E. 
Brownlee. 

The order, issued by the public 
works department, prohibits trucks 
from operating on certain highways 
in this province between April 23 
and May 7. This is due to these 
roads being soft from prolonged wet 
weather or snowfall, and gives an 
opportunity for the surfaces to be- 
come dry enough = to withstand 
heavy traffic. 

Referring to the protests of trucks 
drivers, which were published on 
the premier remarked that

year. 

“The action taken was absolutely 
imperative if we were to protect the 
surface of graveled roads a_ all,” 
said the premier. 

Hon. Mr. Brownlee said the dam- 
age already caused through weather 
conditions was such as to present a 
most abnormal maintenance and 
upkeep cost in the province in a 
year in which this could be least 
afforded. No doubt there would 
have been an additional outlay of 
half a million dollars for maintenance 
if the order had not been issued. 

As compared with traffic suspen- 
sion for a short period, there would 
have been months of inconvenience 
if the roads had broken down entire- 
ly. 

The premier observed further 
that such action might appear novel 
in the- west where building of gravel 
Toads was only a recent develop- 
ment but it was taken as a matter 
of course in the east when weather 
made this step advisable.

An announcement of a price reduc- 
ton has just been made by Salada 
Tea Company of Canada, Limited, 
amonting to 10c ‘a pound. Mr. A. M. 
Wilson, manager of the Company, 
has this comment to make on _ the 
new prices announced by his Com- 
pany: 

“Teas are cheaper in the primary 
markets in London, Colombo, and Cal- 
cutta, although blest quality teas have 
not declined in price to nearly the 


same extent as the lower grades. 
Nevertheless, the Salada Company, 


while rigidly maintaining the quality 
of its product, has reduced prices 
twice within the last two years, so 
that today the consumer is paying 
25% less for this well-known product 
than he did in 1930. The price reduc- 
tion has been contemplated for sever- 
al weeks, but was postponed until af- 
ter the announcement of the Domin- 
ion budget proposals in the House of 
Commons.
